I Rate of due execution thereof continued, to the marueylous great commoditie of this Kealme, and 
helpe ol the needie, and redꝛeſſe ol yll occupied perſons, as by the experience thereol hach been manifeſtly po- 
ued. Ind whereas neuertheleſſe by litle and litle, the dilobedience and wanton diloꝛder of euyll diſpoled and 
lyght perſons, moꝛe reg ardyn g pꝛiuate fanſie and vanitie, then publique commoditie oꝛ reſpect of duetie, hath 
encreaſed by want ol execution of the ſayde la we, whereby thoſe good a honeſt ſubiectes that hau by meanes 
of the ſayde ſlatute, ſet to woozke a great number of pooꝛe people, are line to be dzyuen to geue ouer their ſayd 
trade ofmakyng of cappes, and to ſende abzode agayne into idleneſſe and miſerte, thoſe multitudes that haue 
been by them releeued, whereby is lykely to growe great enoꝛmitie and inconuenience, yfſpeedye remedye 
thereloꝛe be not in tyme pꝛouided. The Queenes molt excellent maieſtie thereloꝛe tenderly conſyderyng the 
pꝛemiſſeg, ſtraightly chargeth and commaundeth al Juſtices of Illiſes, Juſtices of peace, Maioꝛs, Shiriffes, 
Baylpſles, and other head officers of Cities, Boꝛoughes, and Townes cozpozate,and the Loꝛdes, Ste wardes, 
Baplifles, and other officers ol Leetes, Lawdayes, and Liberties, and all and ſinguler Conſtables, Thyzdbo- 
roughes, Tithingmen, Churchwardens, and all other her highnelle ſubfectes, to whom the executing oz 
puttyng in vre ol the lame ſtatute any way may apparteyne, that euery one ol them, accoꝛdyng to his office, 
place, and callyng, do theyꝛ vttermoſt endeuour foz the due execution ol the ſayde ſtatute: and that they the 
ſayde Bayfiffes, Conſtables, Thyzdbozoughes, Tithingmen, Churchwardens, and all other interior officers, 
and euery of them, doo euery Sunday.and feftiualday,make diligent bie we and ſearch in al Churches, Chap⸗ 
pels, and all other places within the circuites and compalles of they? offices and aucthozittes,fo: al and ſyngu⸗ 
ter beakers andoffendours ofthe ſayde ſtatute, and without delay cauſe the names ol al ſuche offendours, and 
of the parentes, gardians,gouernours, and maiſters of euery chylde, ſeruaunt, and warde ſo oſlendyng, togea⸗ 
ther with the day and place ol the offence committed, to be then wꝛytten, and to be lawfully and oꝛderly pꝛe⸗ 
ſented, at ſuche Allyſes, Seſſions, oz Courteg (next after ſuche offences) as haue auctho:itie to enquire oz 
determine the ſayd offences:And that al Patozs,Sheriffes,and Bapliffes of Cities, Bozoughes,# Townes 
Cozpozate,and al lozdes of Leetes, Lawdapes, and Libertieg, doo immediatip bpon the pꝛoclamation hereof, 
cal befoze them al the ſayd Conſtables. Thyzdbozonghes, Cithingmen, Church wardens. inkertoꝛ Baylyfles, 
and al other the abouelaid inkertoꝛ officers,that ſþalbe vnder their charge ol gouernment, and them, and eue⸗ 
rye ol them kooꝛth with in our names do ſtrapghtiy charge and commaund, that they, and euerp ol them, to 
the vttermoſt ol theyꝛ powers, do euery Sunday and feſtiuall day. make ſuche diligent vie we and ſearch, and 
luche note alſo of the names of al ſuche ollendours, and ſuch pꝛeſentment ol al ſuch offences as is aboueſatd: 
And that al Juſtices of Aſſiſes, and Jultices of peace in thep2 circuites and Seſſions, and all Stewardes in 
they? Leetes,vpon payne of her Mateſties hygh diſpleaſure,omit not in any wiſe from time to cimexſpectal- 
Ip to geue in charge, and cauſe to be enquired of all offences agaynſt the ſayd ſtatute committed, oꝛ to be com⸗ 
mitted within they: ſeueral pꝛecinctes oꝛ iurildictions.and alſo do duely heare aud determine the ſame, puny» 
ſhyng euerpe ol the ſayde ollendours accoꝛdyng to the ſayde ſtatute: nd that al the ſayde loꝛdes and owners 
ol Leetes and Lawdapes, do as muche as in euery ot them ſhall lpe, to cauſe theyꝛ Ste wardes thꝛoughlpe to 
execute they: office and aucthoꝛitie, accoꝛdpng to the ſame ſtatute, and that vpon euerp ſuche offence founde, 
both the ſayde owners of leetes, and alſo the rulers and cheefe gouernoursof euery Citie, Boꝛough, Towne, 
oꝛ Hamlet, where any ache offence ſhalbe tryed and founde, (ball do they: vttermoſtendeuour by the la we to 
recouer,haue,aud obteyne ofeuery ſuch oflendour; 7 the 1 to them, oꝛ any of them, by the ſayde ſta⸗
